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Time to Check Up 

While there is no disposition on the part of the 
American people to appear miserly or over-conservative 
in an all-out war effort, many hard-hit tax payers will 
be glad to know that the 78th Congress will soon be in- 
vestigating government spending not only for the support 
of non-essential activities but for war activities as well. 

President Roosevelt has put up to Congress the job 
of deciding which activities of the government are essen- 
tial and which should be eliminated or cut down. 

Believing that the time has arrived to go much fur- 
ther than the elimination of unnecessary activities by 
shaking down some of the war agencies to sec if econ- 
omies could be made in that field, Senator Taft recently 
made the following statements: 

"The War Production Board has 19.C00 employees

Reviewing the situation as a whole, War Production 
Chief Donald M. Nelson declared that "During the first 
year of war the United States got the, bulk of its tre- 
mendous industrial facilities on an all-out basis." More 
specifically we learn that the steel industry set the all 
time record production of 89,000,000 tons of ingots. The 
American aircraft manufacturers produced 49,000 air- 
planes of all types and arc well on the way to the creation 
of the world's most powerful striking force. 

During 1942 machine tool production reached the 
all-time high of $l,4C0,OCO,C00 which is 82 per cent more 
than 1941, 210 per cent greater than 1940, and seven times 
the sales of 1939. 

The year 1942 saw the production of 32,000 tanks and 
self-propelled artillery units, 17, COO anti-aircraft guns, and 
8.20O.OC0 deadweight tons of merchant shipping. Huge 
increases in every war category are recorded on the pro- 
duction books of 1942.

Man's need is the same wherever 
and whoever he may be. The Christ 
who met the need of the distin- 
guished religious leader Nicodemus 
did . the some for the poor sinful 
woman of Samaria. 

The incident at Jacob's well in 
Sychor took place when Jesus, leav- 
ing Jerusalem because of increas- 
ing hindrance to His work, went up 
to Galilee. Unlike His Jewish breth- 
ren, who detoured around the land 
of the hated "half-breed" Samari- 
tans, Ho "must needs go through 
Samaria," for there was a sin-sick 
soul that needed Him. 

Our lesson abounds with instruc- 
tion regarding soul-winning, both In 
principle and in practice. We here 
And Jesus: 

I. Winning a Soul-Winner (vv. 27- 
30). 

The faithful and kindly ministry 
of Christ led the woman to faith in 
Him as the Messiah. She left her 
water pot ond ran at once into the 
city to share her new-found joy with 
everyone she knew. 

Since the first expression of spirit- 
ual life is testimony, the one who 
brings a sinner to Christ not only 
MVes a soul, but also wins a worker 
* for Christ. One fears that we often 
assume that winning men to Christ 
is enough. We should expect that 
the new light should shine forth into 
the darkness. 

So we have a two-fold reason for 
soul-winning; saving a soul from 
perdition, and setting a life on fire 
for testimony. It's a great business. 
Why don't we do more of it? 

II. Instructing Soul-Winner* (vv. 
31-38). . 

This work of soul-winning requires 
a sustaining grace which this world 
cannot give. Jesus by His own ex-

ample showed His disciples how that t ,, 

strength comes from above. \ n an incessant tropical downpour, 

He who had seated Himself at the 
well, tired and hungry, to await the 



return of the disciples with food, had 
been refreshed in the doing of the 
Father's will— in reaching this for- 
lorn woman. "The greatest thing 
that ever occurs in the world is 
the transformation of a human soul, 
and the greatest joy anyone can 
ever have is to act as the divine 
agent in bringing about such a 
transformation" (Douglass). 

There is another thing these soul- 
winners needed to learn— even as 
we need to learn and re-learn it— 
that the time to win souls is now. 
How prone the human being is to 
procrastinate. Tomorrow— next Sun- 
day—next week; we will speak to 
someone about his spiritual need. 
Next year we will give more liber- 
ally for missions, or for the work 
of soul-winning in our local church. 
But "look on the fields." Do you 
not see "that they ore ripe already 
unto harvest"? 

Again, soul-winners need to re- 
member our Lord's words in verses 
36-38. Not only the reapers receive 
the reward, but also those who sow 
and those who labor in order that 
the harvest may come. The man 
who plows is just as important as 
the one who reaps— perhaps some 
would say more important. Some of 
us who ore called to be God's plow- 
men should remember that and be 
encouraged in our labors. 

Like the perfect leader that He 
was, Jesus did not require of His 
disciples what He did not do Him- 
self. So we find Him again in the 
work of evangelism. He practiced 
what He preached. 

HI. Practicing Soul-Winnim (vv. 
39-42). 

There is real danger that those of 
us who have a measure of leader- 
ship in the church may be quick to 
tell others what they ought to do— 
and not do it ourselves. This is 
particularly true in this matter of 
soul-winning. One is upt to write, 
preach and teach about it, and then 
neglect to do it. 

The disciples had been to town 
for bread. One wonders whethci 
they had talked to the stoie-keepei 
about Christ. Have you? 

Jesus did not theorize about it- 
He really sought men for God. The 
testimony of the woman He had won 
sent a host of people out from the 
city He spoke to them the word of 
life nnd they belleveo\; 

This was evidently "group evnn- 
gelismV as distinguished from he 
-personal evangelism" which won 
the woman. They are both impor- 
tant; and belong together. Some are 
saying that the days of group evan- 
gelism are gone. We doubt that, but 
certainly the days of personal evan- 
gelism are always here.

No scheme Which the cal- 
culations of .the •higheslstatesmans'hip 
may vet devise, no doctrine -which illicit 
most" distinguished exponents of eco- 
nomic theory may hope <to advance; no 
principle Which the .midst ardent ot 
moralists may .strive to K-ulea-te, can 
provide, in the la-it resort, adequate 
foundations upon which -the future of 
a distracted world cvau be built. 

•Wo appeal for mutual tolerance 
which the worldly-wise •might raise, 
however compelling and insi-tent. can 
cahn its .passion's or help restore it> 
vigor. N'or would any gerieral scheme 
of mere organized international co- 
operation, in whatever sphere of 
hutuah activity, however iugeiiius in 
conception, or exterUive, in scope, suc- 
cecd in removing the root cause of the 
evil that has *o rudely uivsct the equi- 
librium of present-day society. Xot 
even, I venture to av.-ert, would the 
very act of devising the imachinery re- 
quired for the political and economic 
unification of the world— a prirjctple 
that ha- been increasingly advicated in 
recent times — provide ill itself the 
antidote against the poison that is 
Steadily umlertuiniiig the vigor of or- 
Ig^hized people* a:>l nations.

"To claim to have grasped all the 
implications of Balia'u'Jlalt's pro<ligious 
sclu-nie for world-wide 'human solidar- 
ity, or to have fathomed its import, 
would be presumptuous on tlie part of 
even the declared supporters oi Wis 
I Faith. To attempt to visualize it in 
all it* i>osSibilities; to estimate its fu- 
ture benefits, to picture its glory, 
would be premature at even so ad- 
vanced a stage in the evolution of 
mankind."

Paul J. King, chairman of War 
Price and Rationing Board, 6249.1 "to- 
day reminded tlie public that January 
15 is the last date to register for Ra- 
tioning Book One. Without book one, 
commonly knowr.i as the "sugar book" 
it .will bc*impossvble 'for a person to 
obtain book Xo. 2, which will Irhti- 
gurate the point rationing system 
sometime in February* 

He said anyone who .had not ob- 
tained 'his rationing book one or fa the 
case of replacement '.vhould make appli- 
cation immediately with -tflieir local 
board. Under the forthcoming pro- 
gram -many food items will be rationed 
am! without book 2 the individual 
will be unable to purchase needed com- 
modities for the home. 

Parents were urged to guard against 
the possibility of obtaining codec on 
.stamps from Abe book of a person who 
was only 14 years old at the time of 
registration last May. Regardless of 
the age at present, if the applicant .was 
not at teast 15 on the date of regis- 
tration he i* not eligible for colTee ra- 
tioning. Should coffee .stamps ibe 
missing from the book of an ineligible 
the owner .will be denied ratioV.ang 
book 2. 

Irowever, Paul J. King said in the 
case of late registrations local boards 
will enter on the applicant's ration 
book 'his present age rather than his 
aye at idle time of the May registra- 
tion.

January \H is the deadline -for tire 
inspection Under fhe OPA rationing 
regulations, warns 'the Chicago Motor 
club, Which advises tnotoris'ts to (have 
•their -tire inspection rej>pfts brought 
up to date as soon as possible in order 
to avoid a possible last minute rush 
toward the end of the month. 

A .•simple visual examination ".will be 
sufficient •)./ most cai-es. according, to 
the imotor club .bulletin. A maximum 
'charge of •twenty-five cents per car 
may be made for this ■service. If it 
appears probable that a tire may have 
a serious defect, the mechanic will rc- 
1 move it from the wheel and give it a 
•more 'thorough •iir.-i>ection. 'Hie max- 
imum charge for this service .will be 
fifty cents per tire. 

I After this initial inspection, which 
is required of all velricles on or before 
Sun., Jan. 31, there will be a program 
of coVitinuous tire inspection.

SIGNIFICANCE: 

Of Russia s Drive 

While the world marveled at the 
military might of the Russians which 
was able to push the Nazis back all 
along the battle front the full sig- 
nificance of this winter campaign 
was overlooked by many. Should 
the offensive maintain its momen- 
tum of the early days of the new 
year Hitler's troops faced the definite 
prospect of retiring to lines they held 
in the last World war. 

On both ends of the long fighting 
front the Russians were scoring ma- 
jor triumphs. In the north, the vital 
German-held supply base and rail 
center of Velikie Luki had fallen to 
the Soviet army. (Velikie Luki is 
only 200 miles from East Prussia.) 
In this sector the big threat was to 
the Nazis massed before Leningrad, 
because if the Russians pushed be- 
yond Velikie Luki toward that strong- 
hold all the Germans in the area 
would be cut off from supplies. Fur- 
ther extending the picture, military 
experts foresee the necessary evacu- 
ation of Estonia and northern Latvia. 

Results 

But while much of this campaign 
in the north was speculation. Rus- 
sian might had already dealt a series 
of crushing blows to the Germans 
massed in front of Stalingrad and 
in the Caucasus. Success here came 
as the result of a bold strategic move 
on the part of Josef Stalin and Gen- 
eral Zhukoff. For when these Rus- 
sian leaders decided that Germany 
had about spent her might in the all- 
out effort to capture Stalingrad they 
unleashed a counter-offensive direct- 
ly before the city. Soon they learned 
that the Germans had few reserves 
between the Volga and the Don riv- 
ers. Thus the Russians took heart 
and pushed westward toward the 
all-important city of Rostov. 

Capture of Rostov would mean the 
entrapment of a million Nazis in the 
Caucasus. . Hitler realized this and 
started a general movement of his 
troops in that sector. But again the 
Russians attacked and were success- 
ful in capturing many important 
points while driving the Nazis ever 
backward from their last year's goal 
—the oil fields of Grozny and Baku. 



NEW SPIRIT: 

On Capitol Uiil 

Over were the colorful opening 
sessions of the new 78th congress 
and the national legislators had set- 
tled down to the tough job ahead. 
Yet a new spirit— some observers 
called it a "spirit of Independence" 
—hung over Capitol Hill. 

On the biggest objective of all— 
the winning of the war— there was 
unity between the two parties. 
There, however, unity ended. 

Support of the administration in 
most of its home policies would »o 
doubt be forthcoming from the Dem- 
ocratic side of both houses but there 
would bf no quick "write your own 
ticket" edicts of power to the execu- 
tive branch. Like their Republ can 
brethren, the Democrats were in a 
"show me" mood as far hs don. 
programs were concerned. 

So small was the control of the 
Democratic parly that anything 
could and more than likely woi I I 
happen. Republicans hod their eyes 
on 1044 and were pledged to strictly 
uphold the position of an opposition 
party on matters affecting the home 
front. 



SOUTH PACIFIC: 

Allied Successes 

Although the Allies won the battle 
of Buna, clearing that New Guinea 
area of Jap "troops, activities in the 
South Pacific showed no signs of 
lessening. Jap resistance continued 
unabated in other areas. 

Later communiques from General 
MacArthur's headquarters told of a 
successful heavy bombing attack 
upon a strong Japanese naval con- 
centration at Rabaul. New Britain. 
Flying over the target. Flying Fort- 
resses and Liberators scored direct 
hits with 1.000 pound bombs on eight 
Jap merchantmen and supply ves- 
sels. Another 1.000 pounder smashed 
into a destroyer tender, alongside 
which a destroyer was tied. All were 
left sinking or burning. 

A government official in Mel- 
bourne, Australia, announced that 
the largest armada of transports, 
supply vessels and warships yet sent 
by Japan into the Southwest Pacific 
was being assembled at various 
points under cover of bad weather. 
The concentration meant one oi 
three things, he said: 1. An attempt 
to retake Henderson airfield on 
Guadalcanal. 2. An effort to re- 
inforce Jap units at Sanananda point 
in New Guinea. 3. An effort .to 
strengthen Jap defensive positions in 
the entire area. 

Guadalcanal 

Encouraging news came from 
Guadalcanal island when American 
troops took from the Japanese im- 
portant heights flanking the south- 
western rim of the United States po- 
sition in that sector. It was thought 
the advance may have signalized the 
beginning of a campaign to drive 
the enemy out of artillery range of 
the Solomon island air field. Six Jap 
counterattacks were repulsed with a 
loss of 150 enemy dead. 

AFRICA FIFTH ARMY,: 
Cell. Clark in Command 

Another step in the organization j 
of huge Allied forces for the assault 
on Tunis and Bizertc in North Africa 
was made with the announcement 
that the United States fifth army has 
been activated and Lieut. Gen. Mark 
W. Clark placed in command of the 
new force. 

General Clark, 40, is the hero who, 
traveling by submarine to North Af- 
rica three weeks before the Allied 
landings, held a secret rendezvous 
with French officers. 

The announcement indicated that 
a large United States army of sev- 
eral divisions has been organized 
through its rank and is ready to fight 
alongside Lieut. Gen. K. A. N. An- 
derson's first army in Tunisia. The 
size of the army was not indicated. 
It may mean » force of as few as 
two or three divisions, although it 
may reach 10 or 12 divisions. 

Meanwhile the United States army 
air force struck strong blows in sup- 
port of French and American ground 
forces in central Tunisia. Railroad 
yards were bombed at Kairouan and 
other targets wers smashed at Cheri- 
chera. five miles northeast of 
Fbuhdouk. 

Bad weather continued to keep the 
opposing armies comparatively in- 
active in the north. Observers said 
that French troops, with a complete 
disregard for polities and ancient 
equipment, are fighting with great 
gallantry in central and southern 
Tunisia. 



a half billion dollars to carry out a 
subsidy plan and keep food prices 
down. This was rejected and the 
government began to use funds of 
the Commodity Credit corporation to 
maintain temporary subsidies. 

The new policy would hove two 
main objectives: 

1. To keep down the national debt 
by not nllowing further subsidy pay- 
ments from the federal treasury, 
and, 

2. Would make consumers stand 
their share in a price raise. (It Is 
argued that there is a great surplus 
buying power evident among con- 
sumers.) 

But the householder whoso Income 
is not from war work and has not 
been increased because of the war 
boom was caught squarely in the 
middle. He found no comfort in the 
fact that food prices had risen 16 per 
cent in the year ending last October 
and that in November they had risen 
another 1.2 per cent. Later figures 
were not available for him to fret 
about.

CHINESE MISSION: 
Wot Recalled' 

Chang Tao-fan, Chinese minister 
of information, has emphatically de- 
nied that Lieut. Gen.. Hsiung Shih- 
fci, head of the Chinese military 
mission to the United States, has 
been recalled. 

After General Hsiung conferred 
recently with President Roosevelt, 
it was reported unofficially that 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek had 
recalled the military mission be- 
cause he was dissatisfied with Amer- 
ican aid to China.

U.S. WAR HEAD: 
Listed by OWl 

Since Pearl Harbor. 8.531 mem 
hers of the armed forces of the Unit- 
ed States have been killed, the Oflici? 
of War Information has disclosed. 
Total casualties have been 61.126, 
including killed, wounded, missing, 
interned in neutral countries and 
prisoners of army, navy, marine 
corps, coast guard and the Philip- 
pine Scouts. 

The heaviest loss was reported 
by the navy, which lost 4,057 officers 
and men killed. The navy is in the 
process of reporting 23,254 casual- 
ties, excluding prisoners of war. Of 
this, 1.709 officers and men art- re- 
ported as wounded and 8,070 miss- 
ing. 

The marine corps has reported 
1.201 officers and men as dead: 1 ,058 
as wounded and 1.043 as missing. A 
total of 50 roast guardsmen have 
been killed, 10 wounded and 134 are 
missing. The merchant marine re- 
ports AT) dead, 2,420 missing and 
none wounded. 

Of the army's 30,528 casualties, 
2.1 03 were wounded. This total in- 
cludes 400 Philippine Scouts. Of the 
20,205 n issing, 11,352 were PI slip- 
pine Scouts. The army listed 1.010 
as prisoners of war and 100 interned 
in neutral countries. 

A total of 4.220 United State, civil- 
ians are interned by enemy.

41 Men From Lost Veisel 

Get Warm Welcome From 

Natives in Africa.

NEW YORK. — Forty-one survi- 
vors of o medium-sized United 
States merchant ship, torpedoed and 
sunk in the Indian ocenn several 
months ago, reached the African 
coast after seven days In an. open 
boat, only to be confronted by naked 
savages armed with big knives. For- 
tunately the savages turned out to 
be friendly and helped the seamen 
moke their way back to civilization. 
This was revealed by some of the 
survivors who had reached an East 
coast port. The sinking of the ship 
was omcinlly announced recently by 
Hie navy department in Washington. 
Fourteen men, 12 members of the 
crew of the merchant ship and two 
of the ten-man naval gun crew, are 
missing and presumed dead. 
Two Torpedoes Hit. 
Copt. W. W. Kuhne of 460 Oak- 
land avenue, West New Brighton, 
S. I., said that the ship was sunk 
by two torpedoes, which he believed 
were fired from a motor torpedo 
boat. While his crew and the naval 
gunners were abandoning ship, he 
said, one lifeboot was upset. The 
loss of life occurred among the men 
who were in it. 

All 41 survivors crowded into one 
of the three remaining lifeboats, 
abandoning the two others. Captain 
Kuhne reported that they suffered 
severely from hunger and thirst dur- 
ing the week before they reached 
land. When shore was sighted a 
heavy surf was running and he 
feared the crqwded lifeboat might 
not moke the beach. 

"But we started in and then about 
20 natives came on the beach to 
watch us land," he told the Asso- 
ciated Press. "They had big knives 
hanging from belts. The belts were 
the only clothing they wore. 
Really Worried. 
"We were really worried but we 
decided to test them to see if they 
were friendly. As soon as we were 
close enough we tossed a rope, they 
rushed up and helped us beach the 
boat, and we knew they were our 
friends." 

Captain Kuhne said that the na- 
tives fed the hungry men, taught 
them to catch crabs, and bartered 
bananas and chickens for their pos- 
sessions. Two matches were traded 
for four bananas, and a life preserv- 
er brought four chickens. The na- 
tives were glad to take United 
States coins ..but were skeptical 
about dollar bills. 

The Africans helped the ship- 
wrecked men to travel on foot and 
by boat to a town, from which they 
returned'to the United States by ship 
and airplane. 

Dream Causes Reunion of 

Sisters Apart 40 Years 

ST. LOUIS.— A dream has united 
two sisters who hod not seen or 
heard from each other .since 1902, 
when they parted in Copenhagen, 
Denmark. . 

In the dream, Mrs. Rhcnhilda 
Brawshaw of Tcaneck, N. J., said 
she visualized the name of her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Emclic Kasch, in the St. 
Louis telephone book. 

She obtained a copy of the direc- 
tory, found the address of an Albert 
Kasch and wrote him a letter, ex- 
plaining her desire to find her sis- 
ter, who had married an Albert 
Kasch in Denmark before departing 
for the United States 40 years ago. 
Mrs. Brawshaw came to this coun- 
try two years later. 

The Albert Kasch listed in the 
telephone book proved to be Mrs. 
Brawshaw's sister's son, and the let- 
ter brought the two women together 
here for a reunion. 

"It was like a new life to see her 
again," said, Mrs. Kasch. "I had 

given her up for dead."

WASHINGTON. — Tales of cool 
heroism and daring rescue were 
told by survivors of the navy trans- 
port Wakefield— once the 10-millIon- 
dollor liner Manhattan— gutted by a 
fire which swept through that great 
vessel as though It had been "a 
bavn full of hay." 

First word of the fire, which oc- 
curred somewhere on the Atlantic 
while the transport was traveling in 
convoy to an East coast port, was 
given out by the navy here. It said 
a preliminary checkup indicated 
that all the crew and passengers, 
totaling about 1,600, had been saved, 
although several were injured. 

The passengers included civilians, 
and presumably sailors, while the 
vessel had a normal crew of 600 to 
700 men. She was skippered by 
Comdr. Harold Gardner Bradbury 
of Port Angeles, Wash. 

Fire Put Under Control. 

After escorting warships in the 
convoy had taken all the passengers 
and personnel off, and the intensity 
of the fire had decreased somewhat. 
Commander Bradbury led a fire 
fighting party back aboard the 
stricken vessel and brought the 
finmes under control. 

The blackened hulk was then 
towed to port. Officials have not yet 
determined the cause of the fire, 
which started on one deck level and 
spread to another. 

At an east coast port survivors 
gave vivid word pictures of the res- 
cue scene— quick action to flood the 
explosives magazine and toss shells 
into the sea, marines clambering 
aboard to prevent any panic, a de- 
stroyer coming alongside and 
smashing her superstructure against 
the towering hull of the liner, while 
the destroyer captain roared: "To 
hell with the bridge— hold her in." 
"It was shortly after seven o'clock 
in the evening," said Robert Crab- 
tree, a passenger. "I was lying on 
the deck near the bow of the ship 
when I saw men looking over the 
rail. I didn't pay too much atten- 
tion because I thought they were 
watching the destroyers or looking 
for submarines. 

Turns Ship Around. 
"Then I saw a thin wisp of smoke. 
While I was looking, probably only 
a matter of two or three minutes, 
the smoke and fire seemed to race 
from one end of the transport to 
the other and completely enveloped 
the ship. 

"We were headed into the wind, 
and the skipper quickly hove. the 
transport around, so that the wind 
blew the smoke and flames away 
from us instead of from, stem to 
stern. 

"There were long blasts from the 
ship's whistle. Distress flags were 
run up. 

"Almost immediately a destroyer 
and a cruiser started racing to our 
rescue. Large cargo nets were 
swung over the side of the burning 
transport. We began clawing at the 
ropes of the net as tho it were a rope 
ladder. 

"Some of the men fell from the 
net into the water, but it was still 
li^ht and navy men quickly pulled 
them from the water onto the de- 
stroyer. I don't believe any of the 
passengers were lost but 1 am sure 
a lot of the crew must have been 
burned, the fire spread so fast." 

Lieut. Henry P. Kniskern Jr., 27, 
of New York city, who took charge 
of a repair party, said that his out- 
standing impression was the behav- 
ior of the crew. He called them 
"the best gang you could get to- 
gether."

Even since the entry of the United 
States into the war, negotiations have 
been carried on vigorously through 
Red Cross and diplomatic channels to 
establish a regular shipment of food 
parcels ami other comforts for Ameri- 
can prisoners in the Far East. Delay 
in completing arrangements for pris- 
oners of war is not unusual. It .took 
almost a year before ithe British could 
make satisfactory arrangements for 
sending regular supplies of ifood par- 
cels from England for British prison- 
er held in Germany, in spite of the 
s»hort distance to -the Continent arid 
other obviously more favorable factors. 
In addition to 'the distribution of ma- 
terial aid. all information al>ont prison- 
er- of war is cleared through the Inter- 
national Red Cros< Committee^ Cen- 
tral Aigencv for Prisoners of War at 
Geneva, to" Which ithc belligerent na- 
tfoitt acting under the terms of 'the 
Geneva Convention of 1929, send lists 
of tltose captured, ami the location of 
cheir prison camps, for transmission to 
the country interested. 

Up to December 9, 1942, Germany 
had reported 22S United States prison- 
ers pi war and 1,491 interned United 
Staites civilians, of whom 788 were 
men and 70.1 were- women. Italy had 
reported 15 United States prisoners of 
war ami 21 United States internees of 
whom 13 were men and 8 women. 
Japan, had reported 1,442 United States 
prisoners of war, 310 Axmy, 728 Ma- 
rine Corps, and 404 Navy, and 1,883 
United States internees, 1,596 men and 
287 women. Japan holds many times 
this number of Americans.
